to show that they are not guilty of the crime 
charged in the indictment, then there ought to 
be no executive interference, for no punishment 
under our laws could then be too severe. Govern- 
ment must defend itself; life and property must 
be protected and law and order must be main- 
tained; murder must be punished. and if the de- 
fendants are guilty of murder, either committed 
with their own hands or by some one acting on 
their advice, then, if they have had a fair trial, 
there should be in this case no executive inter- 
ference. The soil of America is not adapted for 
the growth of Anarchy. While our institutions 
are not free from injustice they are still the best 
that have yet been devised and therefore must be 
maintained. 
» Jury Specially Drawn, 

First—The record of the trial shows that the 
jury in this case was not drawn in the manner 
that juries usually are drawn; that is, instead of 


having a number of names drawn out of a box - 


that contained many hundred names, as the law 
contemplates shall be done in order to insure a 
fair jury and give neither side the advantage, the 
trial Judge appointed one Henry L. Ryce as a 
special bailiff to go out and summon such men 
as he (Ryce) might select to act as jurors. While 
this practice has been sustained in cases in which 
it did not appear that either side had been preju- 
diced thereby, it is always a dangerous practice, 
for it gives the bailiff absolute power to select a 
jury that will be favorable to one side or the 
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while it appears that connse! for de- 

fendants were in favor of having some one ap- 
pointed. The record has this entry: 

“ Mr. Grinnell suggested Mr. Ryce ag special 


bailiff and he was accepted and appointed.”’ But 
it makes no difference on whose motion he was 
appointed if he did not select a fair jury. It is 
shown that he boasted while selecting jurors that 
he was managing this case; that these fellows 
would hang as certain as death; that he was call- 
tng such men as the defendants would have to chal- 
lenge peremptorily and waste their challenges on, 
and that when their challenges were exhausted 
they would have to take such men as the pros- 
ecution wanted. It appears from the record 
of the trial that the defendants were obliged 
to exhaust all of their peremptory challenges and 
they had to take a jury almost every member of 
which stated frankly that he was prejudiced 
against them. On page 133 of Vol. ’1 of the 
record it appears that when the panel was about 
two-thirds full, counsel for defendants called the 
attention of the court to the fact that Ryce was 
summoning only prejudiced men. as shown by 
their examinations, further: That he was con- 
fining himself to particular classes—i. e.: Clerks, 
merchants, manufacturers, etc. Counsel for de- 
fendants then moved the court to stop this and 
direct Ryce to summon the jurors from the body 
of the people, that. is, from the commmunity at 
large, and not from particular classes; but the 
court refused to take any notice of the matter.

For the purpose of still further showing the 
misconduct of. Bailiff Ryce reference is| made to 
the affidavit of Otis S. Favor.

The Warden's son got out some good cigars 
and passed them around, and the whole party 
sauntered up through the corridors, while the 
three erstwhile convicts looked through the 
grated bars in passing them as if they were 
casual visitors at the institution and were 
somewhat taken with the novelty of the

Off for Chicago, 

The Santa Fé train, which was to bear them 
back to Chicago, was due to leave at 6:15 
and there was little time to be lost. Attended 
only by the Warden and his son and Mr. 
Dreyer the three men passed out of the great 
stone gateway which they had entered nearly 
six years ago and not-one of them turned to 
look at the lo line of familiar buildings. 
‘* Good by and good luck,’’ said the Warden 
warmly, as he bade adieu to the pry at the 
door step, and with the Chaplain, who had 
just then strolled in, watehed them departing 
down the graveled walk which leads to the 


depot. a 
Good by. Oscar. Good by, Louis, 
the Warden's son at the depot. ‘If you ever 
come down here again call and see us.” 

‘I was afraid you was going to say ‘I hope 
to see you again soon,’ ’’ said ‘Neebe, ‘and I 
know you don’t wish us any bad luck. We 
do intend to come down again, but it will be 
as visitors, who may incidentally thank some 
people for their kindness.”’ | 

“What is your number?” said a corre- 
spondent for a Joliet paper to Fielden, who 
was walking slowly up and down the platform 
puffing a big, wet cigar. 

“I guess there must be a mistake, young 
man. You must mean some of those fellows 
up there. Iam Mr. Fielden of Chicago. I 
don’t know what my address is, but I will 
have one when I get there!”’ 


THEY TELL THEIR STORY OF HOPE, 


During the Term in Joliet the Imprisoned 
Men Were Looking for Pardon. 
Promptly five minutes late the Santa Fé 

train stopped at the little brown station at 

Joliet and the three men and Mr, Dreyer took 

seats in a car that was almost untenanted. In 

a little while, however, after the train had 

started the news that the three Anarchists were 

on board the train was ‘noised about and 

a curious crowd of train employés gath- 

ered about the party of somber-clad 

men. Neebe and Schwab oecupied a seat to- 

gether, while Dreyer, with Fielden, sat im- 

mediately in the rear. The men talked 

amongst themselves, but ‘it was a strange 
thing that not one of the party voluntarily re- 
ferred to-the night of May 4 or_ the ~ ric 
incidents conh with that fateful night. 

While on the train Dreyer told of how the 

pardons were obtained. In substance he 

said : 

There is one thing I want to state. and I want 
to state it positively, so it will be well 
understood. Ido not believe that Fielden and 

Schwab were innocent, under the laws of the 

State of Lilinois. but I do believe that their 

punishment was far greater than the crime which 

was not roven directly against them 
warranted. In -other words; they should 
have been punished, but already they have 
suffered enough. was foreman of the grand 
jury that indicted all the Anarchists and from 
the first I believed that Neebe was innocent. To 
this belief Ihave always hold, and everything 
that I have done during the last two years in the 
interests of securing a commutation of his sen- 
tence has been done from my conviction of duty 
as a member of that jury. never would have 
rested contented while Neebe remained within 

‘the walls of Joliet Penitentiary. 

My conference with Gov. Altgeld commenced at 

9 o'clock this morn and | think I was with 

him about two hours. There was no one present 

at the time except myself, the Governor, and his 
secretary. The whole cas¢-.was gone over andthe 

Governor's views in the matter and the law and 

evidence in the case were prepared by him for 

publication, and ] have nothing to add to that 
opinion. 

Many Believed the Punishment Too Severe. 


I will say, however, that one of the Judges on- 
gaged in the trial, and as this information was 

iven to me in confidence | cannot give the 
Sudan's name, but he told me not five ‘months 
ago that he believed the punishment had been 
unnecessarily severe in the case of Schwab and 
Fielden and that Neebe was innocent. Grinneil 
himself admitted, just prior to his argument 
to the jury, that the evidence against 
Neebe was not sufficient to ask for any action on 
his case. The only reason that Grinnell] did not 
keep Neebe’s name off the list was that ‘his asso- 
ciates claimed that such action would weaken 
the case. Grinnell. I understand, denies -this, 
but Harrison and Vincent, who were sitting by, 
claim that he didso. Carter Harrison wrote a 
letter to Judge Altgeld stating this fact and 
Mr. Grinnell, in a later letter, which the Governor 
received, claimed that Mr. Harrison must have 
been mistaken. It is a question between Grinnell 
and Messrs. Harrison and Vincent. All the facts 
and the law in this case, however, are set forth 
concisely. and in detail in the Governor's méssage 
which accompanied the pardons. 

For myoeit? will say that the pardon of these 
men was not unexpected, for justice can always 
be hoped for. It would be despicable meanness, 
however, for any one to come forward at this 
time and claim that Gov. Altgeld, in exercising 
his prerogative, was influenced by any but the 
purest motives. There will be no brass bands, 
no friendly demonstration, no gathering of 
even lawful people to greet these men 
on their way home. They come quietly 
back as citizens. This is no victory for anywne:; 
it is simple justice, and the people who ma a 
noisé about this you will find are not the men to 
whom justice has but now tardily been meted out, 
nor their friends, but by those who are responsi- 
ble for creating that fever which urged «mn to a 
crisis in the general mind, distorted the law; and 
lengthened the arm of justice ta mete out punish- 
ment to the undeserving. 

Osear Neebe was in that frame of mind 
which only comes to a man freed #om hope- 
less imprisonment. He looked out in the 
waning light on the passing panorama 
of wooded groves and green meadows, and 
not until the train had been some half 
hour upon its journey to Chicago did he engage 
in conversation. Neebe has grown fat since 

‘his imprison nent and weighs over 200 
pounds. “His curly hair is sprinkled, with gray 
and his face has a ruddy glow, which is rarely 
found in a man who has done penal servitude. 
He said: 

Always Expected a Pardon, 

I always oxpected that I would return this way 
to Chicago. espite the fact that pardons .ap- 
plied for me have been refused time and time 
again, there was always a belief that the real 
facts at issue would some time be known to some 
a executive who would do what Gov. Altgeld 
1as done. I have been treated kindly down in 
Joliet, and you know I knew that some time 
my sentence would end, but yet when a man 
knows what he is going to eat every day for weeks 
to come, yes, even years, and how his whole life 
. set in a narrow groove, the monotony is awful.

Fur- 
thermore, I believe that the evidence did not 
justify the verdict. have not the time 
to deal with the details now. But I suggest this 
point: The evidence showed a’ conspiracy to 
spread the doctrines of anarchism, which, of 
course, labhor. The evidence also showed that 
the policemen were killed hy a bomb. But the 
evidence wholly failed to prove either that the 
bomb was thrown by any person acting conjoint- 
ly with the men’ on trial or that the “* preach- 
ments’’ of the men‘on trial induced, encouraged, 
or instigated the guilty man, whoever he was, to 
throw the bomb.

The speech made by Fielden to Judge Gary be- 
fore the passage of the sentence will never be 
forgotten by me. It wus coolpdignified, argu- 
mentative, and eloquent.

Capt. W, P. Black, leading counsel for the 
Anarchists, said : 

] am happy over the pardons. ._ I confidently 
expected it. Iwas only disappointed that it did 
not come sooner. There is no complaint on Gov. 
Altgeld nor any charge against him by reason of 
the delay since the case was brought to his at- 
tention. It has been about ninety days since 
I submitted to Gov. Altgeld a written brief 
in support of the exercise of. executive 
clemency. I always felt that when the public 
conscience had recovered its toneiand the public 
judgment its equilibrium these men would be 
pardoned, because innocent of the specine act of 
which they were convicted and because their 
conviction was the result of a straining of the 
law, a disregard of wel-established prece- 
dents, and a submersion .of judgment 
by public .clamor. Now that their  par- 
don has come [' feel simply that an 
unjust punishment has been brought to an end. 
I feel a great interest todenow the grounds upon 
which Gov. Altgeld has based his action in this 
case, but I am confident that it will be felt that 
his conclusion has been reached and his action 
taken as the result of a careful and conscientious 
review of the entire case. Best of all, 1 am con- 
vinced that the public judgment will acquiesce 
in his conclusions, while the legal profession, 
which I think has never acquiesced in the pro- 
‘ceedings and judgment in the case, will oppose 
the présent action.

Although there was a good deal of talk and senti- 
ment over the unveiling of the monument to the 
Anarchists at Waldheim yesterday, and although 
Gov. Altgeld has chosen this, the next day, to 
pardon the convicted men, yet I do 
not __ believe that the community has 
anythin to fear in. the future from 
either Mr. Schwab, Mr. Neebe,.or Mr. Fielding and 
I do not think there will be any attempt made to 
repeat the bomb-throwing incident (in Chicago. 
The fact that the law has been fully vindicated 
and that swift punishment was meted out to the 
perpetrators of the atrocious act is a sufficient 
intimation that American institutions will not 
tolerate any such onslaughts by men of their 
character. The.fact of their pardon now does 
not at all affect the justice of the paleo) 
dealt out to those concerned in the t seo wing of 
the bomb, nor their established guilt.

Og!«at Nov. 8, 1887, in 
which Judge Gary asks ex.c.tive clemency for 
Samuel Fielden, saying “ti ce-is no evidenee 
that he knew of ny preparation to 
do the specific act of .svowmg the bomb;”’ 
that he was “‘more a misguided enthusiast 
than a criminal,” and that “in his private 
life he was an honest. industrious, and 
peaceful laboring man.” That he still retains 
this character and that it is also the character of 
Schwab and Neebe will be attested by the Warden 
of the penitentiary. We also call the attention 
of your Excellency to the fact that Judge Gary's 
letter was indorsed: by Julius 8. Grinnell, the 
State’s-Attorney who conducted the prosecution, 
who also requested that the clemency . asked for 
Fielden might be extended to Schwab, And we 
suggest to your Excellency that the arguments 
for Fielden and Schwab will apply with greater 
force to Neebe, upon whom the jury imposed a 
milder sentence than upon the others because 
they considered him less culpable. We also rep-

THE TRAGEDY AND THE TRIAL. 


What Led Up te the Bomb-Throwing and 
What Followed It, 

All the condemned Anarchists were mem- 
bers of a revolutionary organization called 
‘The International,’ the object of which was 
to introduce anarchy. For more than a. year 
before a general strike for eight hours as a 
day’s work had been contemplated, these men 
had been endeavoring to gather the working 
classes into ranks and had urged them to arm 
themselves, especially with dynayite bombs. 
May 1, 1886, there were many strikes. May 
3 a serious riot took place at the McCormick 
Harvesting Machine Works. The police used 
force, and several people were hurt. The 
night of the following day, May 4, the Anar- 
chists called a meeting in Haymarket Square 
to denounce the police. The police marched 
to the meeting and Capt. Ward ordered the 
people to disperse. At 10:30, soon after the 
Captain had given this order, a dynantite 
bomb was thrown into the ranks of the police- 
men, killingfofficer Deegan, miortally wound- 
ing six others and wouriding sixty others. 

The trial began July 14 and ended Oct. 9, 

1886. For, the accused were William P. 
Black, William A. Foster, Sigmund Zeisler, 
and Moses Salomon. Judge Joseph E. Gary 
presided. In the trial the State was repre- 
sented by State’s-Attorney Julius S. Grinnell, 
Francis W, Walker, and Edinund Furthmann, 
Assistant State’s-Attorneys, and George C., 
Ingham. The evidence closed Aug. 10. The 
argument ‘to the jury began Wednesday morn- 
ing, Aug. 11, and lasted till Thursday of the 
following week. The jury was addressed by 
Messrs. Grinnell, Walker, and Ingham for the 
State and by Messrs. Black, Foster, and Zeis- 
ler for the defense. After the midday recess 
Aug. 19 the instructions to jurors were read 
and at 4 o’clock in the afternoon the 
jury retired to maké .up their verdict. 
At 10 o’clock Friday morning, Aug. 20, the 
court convened as usual. The defendants 
took the places they had occupied for nearly 
nine weeks, When the jurors took their seats 
their names were called. The look of awe on 
each juror’s face told in advance that the ver- 
dict was “ guilty.”’ The question asked im- 
mediately was about the penalty Which the 
jury had fixed. The State’s-Attorney had ad- 
mitted that Neebe ought not to be hanged. 
After a few minutes of suspense the verdict of 
the jury was read as follows: 
' We, the jury, find the defendants, August Spies, 
Michael Schwab, Samuel Fielden, Albert R. Par- 
sons, Adolph Fischer, George Engel, and Louif 
Lingg guilty of murder in manner and form as 
charged in the indictment, and fix the penalty at 
death. We find the.defendant Oscar W. Neche 
guilty of murder in manner and form as charged 
in the indictment,‘and fix the penalty at impris- 
onment in the penitentiary for fifteen years. 

There was a tragic scene when the reading 
of the verdict was finished, and the wife of 
Michael Schwab fell screaming into the arms 
of the women around her. On demand of 
the counsel forthe defense each juror was 
called to stand up at the mention of his name 


and siate if the verdict read was his opinion. ' 


Each said ‘*Yes.”’ The friends of law and 
order received the verdict with universal ap- 
proval. However, many other people denied 
that justice had been done to Spies and his 
companions. The sentences of Schwab and 
Fielden were commuted to imprisonment for 
life. Lingg, by suicide, escaped hanging. 
Nov. 11, 1887, the other defendants who had 
been sentenced to death were exeeuted.

Its Deposits Amount to $4,400,000, with - 


Liabilities Nearly $1,000,000 More 

Burrao,.N. Y., June 26.—The Queen City 
Bank, which was started here a little over a 
year ago, closed its doors. shortly after noon 
today. F, M. Englehart,’one of the directors, 
said that the suspension was due toa steady 
drain of money out of the bank, which has 
been going on for several weeks. The bank 
paid out all the money it had. It owes its 


depositors over $1,400,000. The liabilities 


of the bank according to the June report are

HOTEL AT FORT SCOTT FALLS APART. 


One Wall Tumbles, buat None of the One 
Hundred Inmates Killed. 

Fort Scort, Kas., June 26.—The Tremont 
Hotel in this city. collapsed this morning at 
9:30 o’clock without warning to the 100 oc- 
cupants. It is believed that some are buried 
in the débris. 

Ensie Colwell was badly hurt but was 
rescued from the ruins. |

badly injured. 

The house was four stories high, built of 
brick, and the entire east wall fell, followed 
by the three floors with all their load of 
human Life and furniture. Firemen and others 
who would seatch for those who are supposed 
to be buried are prevented by the officers be- 


cause of the danger their lives would be 
: placed in by the standing walls. 


Twenty-seven -o¢cupants were taken from 
the second story on the west side by means of 
ladders and others escaped through the reg- 
ular exits. ‘ 

Almond Woodard, son of the proprietor, 
was in the dining-room when the crash came 
and was carried out through the door, 
but was not fatally injured. He says 
all the occupants of the house when it fell, 
with the exception of a few, have been ac- 
counted for, and it will be impossible for more 
than four or five to have been killed. . 

The building split in the middle. 
side fell out from under the mansard roof, 
which still hangs in the air. The west half is 
considered so unsafe that no one is allowed 
to approach it. It is surrounded 
by hundreds of excited citizens, who insist on 
searching for victims, but are prevented by 
the police and fire departments. Mechanics 
are at work shoring, up the unsafe walls in 
order that a search for victims may be insti- 
studed. : } 

A fourth story and mansard roof had just 
been added and it is supposed the additional 
weight was too heavy for the side walls and 
foundation.

PARDON OF THE ANARCHISTS. 
The Anarchists unveiled their monument to 
Spies and Parsons a few days too soon. Had 


| they waited, Fielden, Schwab, and Neebe could 


have been with them to unite in honoring the 
memory of their dead comrades, The monu- 
ment was unveiled Sunday, and. yesterday 
Gov. Altgeld released the three men who have 
beén in Joliet since -November of 1887. It 
was generally understood that they were to be 


| let go in the event of Aligeld's election. The 


Anarchists believed that he was not merely 
an alien by birth, but an alien by tempera- 
ment and sympathies, and they were right. 
He has apparently nota drop of true -Amer- 
ican blood in his veins. He does not reason 
like an American, nor feel like one, and con- 
sequently he does not. behave like one. He did 
not approve of the result of the trial held be- 
fore Judge Gary, and for that reason the 
Anarchists and half-baked Americans sup- 
ported him at the polls whenever they had an 
opportunity. They voted for him for Judge, 
and for Governor, and oy have their re- 
ward. 

It was expected by many that these three 
men would be pardoned at an earlier day— 
that their liberation would have been one of 
the Governor’s first acts. But it seems he was 
too busy with the Legislature. He had 
political bills to get through. It is possible 
also that he did not want to have such a dem- 
onstration as might have taken place at 
Waldheim had he released Fielden, Schwab, 
and Neebe in time for them to be there on the 
25th of June. ' | 

These three men have been at Joliet five 


’ years and ahalf, The first twg were senteneed 


to be hanged, but the Governor commuted 
that sentence to imprisonment for life. Neebe 
was given fifteen years, which, with the allow- 
ance for good time, amounts to eight years 
and nine. months. He has done more 
than half his term. For that § rea- 
son, although he was a turbulent dem- 
agogue, an _unprincipled walking dele- 


gate, and deeply concerned in Anarchist plots, 


there will be no serious protests) agaiust his 
pardon. It seems incongruous, however, that 
Fielden and Schwab, whom the jury thought 
deserving of death, should get off at last with 
no more punishment than Neebe, who was 
sentenced to fifteen years’ imprisonment. By 
letting Fielden and Schwab go free, instead 
of commuting their sentences to a term of 
years, the Governor indicates that he disap- 
proves in toto of the verdict of the jury. 

The patriotic people of Chicago do not. 
Nor do they approve of their Socialist Gov- 
ernor—John P. Altgeld. There are many 
who will feel that it was wrong to commute 
the sentences of Fielden and Schwab if the 
consequence was to be such an act of mis- 
taken clemency as that of Gov. 
cannot feel that the brave fellows who lost 
theit lives in the haymarket massacre have’ 
been remembered as long or as gratefully as 
they should be when two at Jeast of their mur- 
derers are turned loose upon the community 
after a scant term of imprisonthent.

A HALF-PRICE FOR A HALF-SHOW. 

Whoever goes to the Exposition proper 
| Sundays can see less than half what he can 
a week day. It witil not be far from the truth 
to say that he-can see only about a third as 
much. The Government Building is closed. 
So are the State and foreign buildings, with 
two or three exceptions, in which there is 
little to see at any time. The pictures are all 


oh view, but in the Liberal Aris, Electrical, - 


and Manufactures Buildings there is compar- 
atively little to be seen because so many per- 
sons cover up their exhibits. The drop of 
about half in the number of admissions on 
passes shows that the Sunday attendance of 
exhibiters is not large. The only part of the 
Exposition which is the same Sundays as 
weekdays is the Midway Plaisance entertain- 
ment annex. 

It is a fact, as this paper has said often, that 
the one-third cf the Exposition which can be 
seen Sundays is worth- 50 cents, No one 
can buy as much with the same amount of 
money anywhere else. In exchange for 50 
cents he gets a chance to look at more than 
he can examine in a week’s time, A day in 
the picture gallery alone is worth half a dol- 
lar. Nevertheless man is so constituted that 
if he is asked to pay as much when there is 
less to see as wheh there is more to see he 
thinks he is nét being treated fairly even 
though there Should be infinitely more for 
him tolook at in the first-mentioned case 
than he could possibly get through with. He 
does not think it right that he should pay a 
full fare for a half-show, no matter how good 
that half may be. 

Possibly it is unreasonable for people to 
think thus, but they do; and as a consequence 
a large proportion of those who go to the Fair 
Sundays go there not because of the Exposi- 
tion, but because of the Midway Plaisance. 
If the sideshows were shut they would stay 
away. It is certain, however, that the direc- 
tors did not agree to repay to the government 
nearly two million dollars as the price of 
opening the Fair Sundays merely in order 
thatthe street of Cairo and the Viennese 
beer hall might be filled and the Férris whee! 
goround, They made that sacrifi¢e of money 
s© that people generally and the workingmen 
especially might go to the Exposition proper 
Sundays. But they do not go in such num. 
bers as was expected. 

They do not go becausé they do not think 
they should pay a whole price for a half show. 
Human nature is a stubborn thing, not to be 
overcome by any Board of -Directors, It is 
always better to yield to it than to fight 
against it. If the directors will cut the Sun- 
day price of admission down to .a quarter, 
thus yielding to notions which, however 
whimsical they may seem’ to mi&ny, cannot 
be overcome, there is the best of reason to 
believe that the attendance will be greatly 
| increased. No one will complain that there 
is less to see than on week days because he 
will be called upon to pay less to go to the 
Fair. 

If the price of admission ona Sunday should 
be reduced to 25 cénts it will be in the power 
of every man to see for that small sum the 
finest collection of pictures he hag ever be- 


‘held and to have thé entire day to look at it 


in. Itis worth 50 cents, and it is surprising 
that those who love pictures do not ‘avail 
themselves of the cpportunity to go to the 
Art Building Sundays when it is so much less 
crowded than on week days and study the 
paintings at their leisure. It is reasonably 


| certain that if the Sunday fee were lowered to 


a quarter those for whom the paintings are 
the chief attraction of the Exposition would 
go in crowds. 

The directors ought to reflect on these 


‘points. The present policy of a full fare for 


a half show seenis to be aiding the amuse- 
ments of the Exposition rather than its reeré- 
ative and instructive features. Why cannot 
they try a different policy for one Sunday and 
see how it works? They have giten up two 
millions so that the workingmen. especially

GOLD HAS NOT GROWN DEARES. 


One of the men who are claiming to want | 
bimetallism when they are working for silver | 
“We hear much 
about scaling down debts, but who hears any 
thing about scaling up debts?” and then he 
asserts that gold has rapidly appreciated i pur- 
chasing power, to the greatdamage af the 
farmers. The utter fallacy of this claim is’ 
shown by the fact that labor, or service, the | 


monometallism - writes: 


great and true measure of value, is now paid 
about double the weight of gold per hour per 
performer that was paid fifty years ago. Gold 
is far cheaper in the labor market now than 
it was then. There have been ups and downs 
in the interim, but the general course of the 
labor market for the last half century has 
been most decidedly upward. 

The prices ofcommodities vary with thie re- 
lation of supply to demand and the effect of 
labor-saving inventions which reduce the cost 
of labor and transportation, and therefore en- 
title the consumer to buy more cheaply than 
of yore. These things account for all the al- 
leged “‘damage”’ to farmers which is tom- 
plained of, and for some price movements in 
the other direction which the complainers do 
not talk about. For instance, wheat is very 


cheap at present, while corn ia relatively high. 


and hog products are very déar. In wheat 
the depression isa consequence of oversup, 
ply for the time being. In provisions. the ad- 
vance was due to stiallness of supply of the 
raw material. Cotton has been exceediihgly 
cheap within the last few months because of 
oversupply, and no amount of change in the 


purchasing power of our dollar unit weuld | 


make the foreigners give a mill more fop the

The consumer has a right'to claim the ad- 
vantage due to cheapening in cost of produc- 
tion and transportation.

unit. Itisthe most idiotic kind of folly to 
seek a remnedy for abnormal cheapness im a 
dilution of the currency or the substitutiog of 
a cheapening declining metal money medijinr 
fora stable currency. Sucha kind of es 
form’! could no more remove the trouble 
than would legislation to cut down by dhe- 
third the units of weights, lineal measure, and 
eapacity, by which the produce of the farmer 
is sold; The producer who has 200 busliels 
ef wheat to dispose of will not obtain any 


_more-for it as a consequence of cutting down 


the measure so much as to have the saine 
wheat @alled 300 bushels. Similarly he, will

E SINKING OF H. M. 8. 


Awful Scene as the Big Ship Went Down, 
Its Sicuibhar Wades Cutting to Pieces 
the Men Struggling in the Water—Then 
the 
Those Who Had Before Escaped Were | 

Sealded to sale 0s ah eam ematone Herz Not 

Dead, 

Tripottr, June 26, —The details of the sink- 
ing of H. M.S. Victoria and the loss of over 
400 men are herewith given. 

About 8 o’clock last Thursday afternoon 
the English fleet came in sight of El Mina, 
the port town of Tripoli. It was coming from 
the northeast and making directly for the 
harbor. The five big ironclads—Victoria, 
Camperdown, Edinburg, Nile.and Sans Pareil 
—were drawn up in full front. The Victoria 
was in the center, the Camperdown on its left, 
and the Edinburg on its right. 

When they were within five miles of shore 
Vice-Admiral Sir George Tryon signaled to 
turn and form in double line. This meant 
that the Victoria and Camperdown were to go 
ahead a little and describe a. turn, the Vic- 
toria turning to the left and the Camperdown 
turning to the right. Then they would ad-

vance side by side in the direction from which ° 


they had come. The others would swing into 
double column order behind the leadefs. 

When the order was given the distance be- 
tween the ships was less than two cable 
lengths. The execution of it was easy enough 
for the ships further away from the center, 
but extremely difficult for the Victoria and 
the Cam own. _In turning, their bows 
would pass within a few fathoms of each 
other, even if the movement was executed 
with the greatest precision. This movement 
is rarely made, and is chiefly for the purpose 
. training the ship commanders to move 

itiously away from shoaling waters. 

ether because Admiral Markham of the 
Camperdown could not believe this move- 
ment was to be tried when the ships were so 
close together or because he thought Admiral 
Tryon had miscalculated the distance he did 
not set about executing Admiral Tryon’s 
order, but signaled that he dkd not under- 
stand it. The Victoria and the other vessels 
had not hesitated. The Victoria began to 
turn at once, as it still held to the signal. The 
Camperdown then began to turn. The brief 
delay, however, had been fatal, 

The Victoria fas nearly turned and_ the 
Camperdown around, bore down 
upon it. Both 4 hanes 8 were quick to <= 
Admiral feron swung the Victoria so as 
receive at the smallest angle the blow which 
both officers.saw was inevitable, and Admiral 
Markham did the same for the Camperdown, 
besides reversing its screws.

The Camperdown was halted by the heavy.

‘bearing down upon the entangled ships and a 


catastrophe involving all the ironclads was 
imminent. Only the coolness and prompt 
action of the other commanders prevented a 
general disaster. 

The Victoria’s bow was now pointed full 
towards the shore, It seems Admiral Tryon 
did not realize the extent of the damage to 
the Victoria. 

When the Camperdown and the other ships 
signaled offers of boats he replied that he did 
net need them. The Victoria began to forge 
straight for the shore under full steam. It is 
one of the rules of the British navy, that if a 
ship is in danger of. sinking and shore is not 


- far away it must be + into shallow water, so 


t may be raised again. 
When the Camperdown’s ram struck the 
Victoria Admiral Tryon. the navigating offi- 
cer, and two signal officers were upon the 
bridge, either in full view or in chart- 
house.

With the the crash they rushed into the battery 
and as far aft as possible, but when the two 
vessels separated all seaataed to their places. 


Perfection of Discipline. 


Discipline was perfect; The Admiral and 
officers remained upon the bridge. Within 
five minutes after the blow a diving suit had 
been brought on deck and a diver was getti 
into it to obey an order to go‘below and fi 
out the extent of the damage. ; 

About ten minutes after the blow the Vic- 
toria, having got something like two miles 
nearer shore from the scene of the collision, 
all at once leaned away over to starboard and 
with a great rofl and plunge buried its bow 
beneath the calm surfaece-of the sea. Those 
on deck were plunged immediately into the 
water. The men forward and below had no 
time to rush to the deck. There was a_ little 
more time for those in the officérs’ quarters. 
They heard the shouts and warning cries 
rushed to the almost perpendicular deck. 

Commander Jellicoe, who had been-lying on 
his berth sick with fever, started up and 
dashed to the deck in pajamas to find him- 
self immediately Be ay ay in the water. A 
Lieutenant swam up t im, put his arms 
around him, and despite the handicap of sifp- 
porting a helpless man, was able to get away 
from the side of the sinking ship. The huge 
hull was drawing on the water as it went 
down and several hundred men hurled sud- 
denly inte the ° water, fully dressed, had to 
battle against the increasing suction, 

A moment more and a new peril more hor- 
rible descended upon them. The great en- 
gine deep in the heart of the hull and in- 
closed in watertight compartments was still 


throbbing at full speed’ and the great steel 
flanges of the twin screws were whirling 

round up in the air. As the vessel sank the 
screws descended into the midst of the mass 
of struggling human beings. 

The vessel sank sJowly, and when the screws 
were low enough to begin to whirl in the 
water again the suction had increased wntil 
there was a deepening vortex like a mael- 
strom. At the bottom of this maelstrom the 
screws were revolving like circular knives. 
The poor creatures battled in vain against the 
suction. They were drawn down and thrown 
against the swift blades. 


.Seene of Horror. 


Then came a sickeningscene. Screams and 
shrieks arose, and in the white foam appeared

ONO matter what the defendants were charged 
with they were entitled toa fair trial, and po 
greater danger could gente threaten our in- 
stitutions then to have the courts 0 cases Fae 
wild or give way te popular clamor, an . 16n 
the trial Judge in — case mee ae . — 
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popular will as regulated by law,is the right of 
suffrage, but to that right two others are auxiliary 
and of almost equal importance: 

1. The richt of free speech ahd of a free press. 

2. The right of the people to assemblé in a peace- 
able manner to consalt for the common good. . 

These are among the fundamental priaciples of 
government, and guaranteed by our Constitution. 
Sec. 17, Art. 2, ofthe bili of rights declares: * The 
people have a right to assempie in & peaceable man- 
ner to consult for the common good, to make known 
their opinions to their representatives and apply for 
redress of grievances. Jurists do nat regard these 
deciarations of the bill of rights as creating or con- 
ferring the rights, but as guarantees against their 
deprivation or infring: ment by any of the powers or 
agencies of the government. The rights themselves 
are regarded as the natural inalienable rights be- 
longing to every individaal, or as P' Hitical and based 
upon or arising from principies inherent in the very 
nature of a system of free government. 


Right of Assembly. 


The right of the le to assemble in a peaceable 
ehatar’ to consult for the commen food ing 2 
constitutional right, it exerc enjo 
within the scope and spirit of that provision of the 
Constitution, independently of every other power of 
the State Government. Judge Cooley, in his excel- 
lent work on “ Torts,” spoarine (p. 206) of remedies 
for the invasion of political rights, says: “When a 
meeting for any lawful purpose is actually calied 
and held one who goes there with the purpose to dis- 
turb and break it up and commits disorder to that 
end ie a trespasser upon the rights of those who, for 
the time, have the control of the piace of mecting. 
If several unite in the disorder it may be a criminal 
riot.”

Now it is shown that no attention was paid to 
the Judge's decision; that peaceful meetings 
were invaded and broken up and inoffensive 
people were clubbed; that in 1885 there was a 
strike at the McCormick reaper factory on 
account of a reduction of wages, and some Pink- 
erton men, while on their way there, were hooted 
at by.some people on the street, when they fired 
into the crowd and fatally .wounded several 
people who had taken no part in any disturbance ; 
that four of the Pinkerton men. were indicted for 
this murder by the grand jury, but t the prose- 
cuting officers apparentiy took no _ interest 
in the case and allowed it to be con- 
number of times, until 
the witnesses were worn out and in the end the 
murderers went free; that after this theré was a 
strike on the West Division street railway and 
that some of the police, under the leadersnip of 
Capt. John Bonfield, indulged in a brutality 
never equaled before; that even small merchants 
standing on their own dodor-steps and having no 
interest in the strike, wero clubbed, then hustled 
into patrol wagons and thrown into prison on no 
charge, and not even booked; that a_ petition, 
signed by about 1,000 of the leading citizens liv- 
ing on and near West Madison street, was sent to 
the Mayor and City Council, praying for the dis- 
missal of Bonfield from the force, but t on ac- 
count of his political influence he was retained. 
Let me say here that the charge of brutality does 
not apply to all of the policemen of Chicago. 
There are many able, honest, and conscientious 
officers who-do their duty quietly, thoroughly, 
and humanely. 

Indiscriminate Arrests. 


As aspecimen of the many papers filed in this 
connection I will give the following, the first be- 
ing from the or of a corporation that is one 
of the largest employers in Chicago:

whether connectéd with the disturbance of peace 6r 
engaged in legitimate business, a number of em- 
ployes.of this company were at work upon said street, 
neur Hoyne avenue, opening a trench for the laying 
of gaspipe. The tool-box of the papnoyes wae at the 
southeast corner of Hoyne and Madison streets. As 
tne men ass@émbled for labor shortly before 7 a. m. 
they took their shovels and tools from the tool-box, 
arranged thenselves along the trench. preparatory 
to roing to work when the hour of.7 should arrive. 
About this time and a little before the men began to 
work a crowd of men, not employes of this company, 
came surging down the street from the west, and, 
seizing such shovels and other tools of the men as 
lay upon the ground and about the box, threw more 
or less of the loose dirt, which had before been taken 
from the trench, upon the track of the railway. com- 
pany. About this time Capt. Bonfield and his forces 
appeared upon the scene and began apparently an 
indiscriminate arrest of persons. Among others ar- 
rested were the following employes of this com- 

any: Edward Kane, Mike W. Kerwin, Dan Diamond 
ames Hussey, Dennis Murray, Patrick Brown, and 
atrick Franey. Noone of these persons had any 
connection with the strike or were gulity of obstruct- 
ing the cars of the railway company or of any dis- 
turbance upon the street. Mr. Kerwin had just ar- 
rived at the tool box and had not yet taken his shovel 
preparatory to going to work, when he was arrested 
while standing by the box and without resistance 
was put upon a street car as a _ prisoner. 
When upon the car he called to a friend among the 
workmen, saying: “ Take care of my shovel.” There- 
upon Benfield struck him a violent blow with a club 
upon his head, inflicting 4 serious wound, layin 
open his scalp, and saying as he did so: “I wii 
shave you,” or words to that effect.’’ Another of the 
said employes, Edward Kane, was aiso arrested by 
the tool box, two of the police seizing him, one by 
each arm, and as he was being put upon the cara 
third man, said by Kane and others to be Bonfield, 
struck him with a club upon the head, severely cut- 
ting his head.

were running as fast as they eould; that at least 
four ef the number so shot down died; that. this 
was Wanton and unprovoked murder, but there 
was tot even 8o much as an investigation. 

Now while some men may tamely submit to 
being clubbed and seeing their brothers shot 
down, there are some who will resent it and 
will murture a. spirit ef hatred and seek re> 
venge for themselves, and the oecnurrences 
that preceded the haymarnes tragedy indi- 
cate t the bomb was thrown by some one who, 
instead of acting an the advice of anybody, was 
simply seeking personal revenge for having been 
clubhed, and that Capt. Bonfield isthe man who 
is really responsible for the death of the police 
ofticets. ' 

It ig also shown that the character of the hay- 
market peeemg sustains this view; that the evi- 
dence proves there were only 800 to 1,000 peo- 
ple ptesent, and that it was a peaceable and or- 
derly;meeting; that the Mayor of the city was 
present and saw nothing out of the way and 
that he remained until the crowd began to dis- 
perse, the meeting peta practically over, and 
the chowd engaged in dispersing when he left: 
that ‘had the police remained away for 
twenty minutes more there would have been no- 
body jeft there, but that as soon as Bonfield 
learnéd that the Mayor had left he could not re- 
sist the temptation to have some more people 
clubbed and went up with a detachment of po- 
lice tq disperse the meeting, and that on the ap- 
pearamee of the police the bomb was thrown by 
some ainknown person and several innocent -and 
faithful officers, who were simply obeying an 
upealied-for order of their. superior, wére 
killed; all of these facts tend to show the im- 
probability of the theory of the prosecution that 
the beémb was thrown as the result of a con- 
spiracy on the part of the défendants to commit 
murder; if the theory of the prosecution were 
correct there would have been many bombs 
thrown; and the fact that only.one was thrown 
shows that it was an act of personal revenge, 


Perjury Is Alleged. 


lt is farther showh here that much of the evi- 
dence given at the trial was a purée fabrication: 
that sme sonie of the prominent police officials, 
in their zeal, not only terrorized ignorant men by 
throwjng thet into prison and threatening them 
with torture if they refused to swear to anything 
desired, but that théy offered money and employ- 
ment to those who would consent to. do this. 
Further, that they deliberately planned to have 
fictitigus conspiracies formed in order that they 
might| get the glory of discovering them. In ad- 
dition !to the evidence in the record of same wit- 
nesses who swore that they had been paid small 
sums of money, etc., several documents are here 
referrdd to, é 

First, an interview with Capt. Ebersold pub- 
lished iin the Chicago Daily News May 10, 1889. 
Ebersdid was Chief of the Pelice of Chicago at 
the tinje of the haymarket trouble and for a long 
time before and thereafter, so that he was in a 
positiah to know what was go on and his ut- 
terancots upon this point are therefore impor- 
tant. Among other things he says: 

It wae my policy to quiet matters down as soon as 
possibly atter the 4thof May.

their duty as he would doe his just as the police-- 


men were coming up, and one policeman swears 
that Fielden drew a revolver and fired at the po- 
lice while he was standing on the wagon and be.

On the other hand, it was provén by a number of 
witnesses and by facts and circumstances that 
this evidence must be absolutely untrue. A num- 
ber of newspaper reporters who testified on the 
part of the State said that they were standing 
near Fielden, much nearer than the police 
were, and heard all that was said and saw what 
was done; that they had been sent there. for that 
purpose and that | ielden did not make any such 
threat as the police swore to, and that he did not: 
use a revolver. 
near, too, and some of them on the wagon on 
which Fielden’ stood at the time swear to the 
same thing. Fielden himself swears that he did 
not make any. such threats as the police swore to 
and further that he never had or used a revolver 
in his life. But if there were any doubt about 
the fact that the evidence charging Fielden with 
having used-a revolver is unworthy of credit, it 
is removed by Judge Gary and State’s-Attorney 
Grinnell Nov. 8, 1887, when the question of com- 
muting thé death sentence as to Fielden was 
befere the Governor. Judge Gary wrote a long 
letter in regard to the case in which in speaking 
of Fielden he, among other things, says: 

There is in the nature and private character af the 
man alove of justice, an impatience at undeserved 
sufferings. . . . Inhié own private life hewas the 
honest, industrious, and peaceful latortng man. . In 
what he said in court before sentence he was réapect- 
Jul and decorous. Hia language a conduct 
since have been irreproachable; As there ts no 
evidence that he kiew af any preparation fo .do 
the specific act of throwing the bomb that killed De- 
gan, he does not understand eren now that general 
advice to larye masses todo violence makes him re- 
sponsible for the violence done by reason of that ad- 
vice. . . . In short, he tcas moréea miaguided en- 
thusiast than _a criminal conscious of the horrible 
nature and effect of his teachings and of his responst- 
bility therefor. ; 

The State’s-Attorney appended to the foregoing 
a letter beginning as i own 

While indorsing and approving the foregoing state- 
ment by Judge Gary I wieh to add thereto the sug- 
gestion . that Schwab’s conduct during the 
trial and when addressing the court before sentence, 
like Fielden’s was decorous, respectful to the law, 
and commendable. . . Itis my further desire to 
say that I believe that Schwab was the pliayt, weak 
tool of a stronger will and more designing person.

Testimony Deserving of Credit. 


If what Judge Gary says about Fielden is true ; 
if Fielden has “a natearal love of justice and in 
his private life -was the honest, industrious, and 
peaceable laboring man,” then Fielden’s testi- 
mony is entitled to credit, and when he says that 
he did not do the things the police charged him 
with doi and that he never had or used a re- 
volver in his life. it is poonelts true, especially 
ashe is corroborated by a number of credible 
and disinterested witnesses. Again. if. Fielde 
did the things the police charged him with do- 
ing, if he fired on them as they swear, then he 
was not a mere misguided enthusiast who was to 
be held only forthe consequences of ‘his teach- 
ings, and if either Judge Gary or State’s-Attor- 
ney Grinnell had_ placed any reliance on the evi- 
dence of the police on this point they would 
have written a different kind of a letter to the 
then executive. 

In the fall of 1887 a number of the most prom- 
inent businese-men of Chicago met to consult 
whether or not to ask executive clemency for any 
of the condemned men. Mr. Grinnell was pres- 
ént and made a speech in which in referring to 
this evidence he said that he had serious doubts 
whether Fielden had a revolver on_ that occasion 
ot whether indeed Fielden ever had one. Yet In 
arguing the case before the Supreme Court the 

revious spri much stress was placed by the 
State on the evidence relating te what Ficlden 
did at the haymarkct meeting, and that court 
was misled in attaching great tmportance to It. 

It is now clear that there is no case made out 
against Ficlden for anything that he did on that 
night, and, as heretofore shown, in order to hold 
him and the other defendants for the conse- 
quences and effects of having given pernicious and 
criminal advice to large massés to commit vio- 
lence, whether orally in speeches or in print, it 
roust be shown that the rsen committing th 
violence had read or heard the advice, for until 
he heard or read it he did not receive, and if he 
never received the advice it can not be said that 
he acted on it.

Now, with all of the eagerness shown by the 4 
court to convict Neebe, it must have tegarded - 
evidence against him as very weak, otherwise it 
would not have made this admission, for if it was 
a debatable question whether the evidence.

uestion as to whether he was actually guilty; 
this being so, the verdict should not have been 
allowed to stand, because the law requires that a 
man shall be proven to be guilty beyond a rea- 
sonable doubt before he can be convicted of a 
criminal offense. I have éxanitmed all of the evi- | 
dence against Neebe with care, andit utterly 
fails to prove even the shadow of a case against 
him.

TO VISIT THE SIBERIAN OUTPOSTS. 


Gen. Zabotkine Sees the Fair En Route= 
Other Hotel Guests. 

One only gets an idea of the stupendous ex- 
tent of Russian territory, and especially of 
Siberia, by comparisons. Gen.y Zabotkine, 
chief of the engineering arm of “the Russian 
navy, arrived at thé Richelieu yesterday. 
He said through his interpreter: “I am 
only stopping over to see the Exposition 
while on my way to inspect fortifications at 
Wladiwostock, in Eastern Siberia, one of 
our outposts. Iam making the trip by way 
of San Francisco and Yokohama. No, it is 
not a roundabout way. By taking this route 
I enjoy all the facilities of comfortable travel 
with only a few days of discomfort from Yo- 
kohama. Should I attempt to go by way of 
Russian territory I could not make the return 
to St. Petersburg before next December. By 
the American route I see your Exposition; 
coming and going, and reach St, Petersburg 
in September,”’ 

Gen. Zabotkine has been at the head of the 
Russian engineers for ten years and many of 
the most important government works have 
been planned by him, the most stupendous 
undertaking being the Siberian railroad, 
which is now in construction, and whose east- 
ern terminus will be at Wladiwostok. 


Secretary of State Walter Q. Gresham was 
seen at the Palmer House last evening, and in 
reply toa question from a reporter for Tue 
Tripunsz he replied: “‘I am here solely for 
pleasure and cannot talk upon state matters. 
I think the Fair eclipses anything 
that imagination could conceive. The 
pen of most gifted writer could 
not give a faint portrayal of _ its 
extensiveness, deur, and beauty.”’ When 
asked if he had made an official inspection of 
the Federal Building he replied: *‘ No, I am 
not acquainted with the nature of such ex- 
aminations; that matter has been referred to 
the proper source. My visit, I assure you 
has no reference whatever to any Federa 
affairs. It’s merely a social sojourn.” 

He further-said: ** We had formed no opin- 
jon as to the security of the buildi nor of 
the correctness of Judge G rup’s state- 
ment that it was unsafe.””

BONDS PRINTED BY MISTAKEN ORDER. 


Caused a Commotion in Financial Circles 
and Surprised Mr. Carlisle, 

Wasuineton, D. C,, June 26.—[Special.]— 

Secretary Carlisle discovered a few days ago 


that the Bureau of Engraving and Printing 


was printing 4 per cent bonds. The plates 
were made ready months ago, and everything 
was in shape to meet an emergency promptly. 


‘But there was no aeed of printing bonds until 


their issue was actually decitied as a matter of 
administration policy, Investigations show 
that the presses had heen started under a mis- 
taken order. This had come about naturally 
enough in the transfer of the bureau from 
Capt. Meredith, the outgoing chief, to Mr. 
Johnson, his successor. Both Meredith and 
Johnson were in New York arranging some 
details of the bureau’s business and the order 
to print the 4 per cents had been given 
through some misunderstanding. This,is all 
there is to the story, which has caused some- 
thing of a sensation in financial circles. 


CONGRESS APPROPRIATIONS IN FORCE. 


Attorney-General Olney Decides a World's 
Fair Disputed Question. 
Wasuinecronr, D. C., June 26.—[Special.]— 
Attorney-General Olney has decided that the 
several appropriations made by act of Con- 
gress, approved Aug. 5, 1892, in aid of the 
World’s Fair at Chicago, including the appro- 
priation made fora government exhibit, are 
as available now as before the decision of thé 
Circuit Court of Appeals permanently open- 
ing the World’s Fair Sunday, with the single 
exception that no more money ought to be 
paid to the Illinois corporation known as the 
‘*World’s Columbian Exposition.” A long 
argument accompanies this decision, the im- 
port of which is that Congress conditioned its 
appropriations not ‘upon Sunday closing in 
fact but upon an agreement for Sunday clos- 
ing, which it assumed would not be broken.

INDIA STOPS FREE SILVER COINAGE.

Gold to Be Made the Standard of the 
Country—Comments in New York, 

Lonvon. June 26.—In the House of Lords 
today the Earl of Kimberley, Lord President 
of the Council and Secretary of State for In- 
dia, said the Indian Council had passed an 
act for the immediate closing of the Indian 
mints to the free coinage of silver. He added 
that arrangements ar. being made to issue 
rupees from the mints in ‘exchange for gold 
at the rate of 16 pence per rupee, and for re- 
ceiving sovereigns and half sovereigns at the 
treasuries in payment of -dues at the same 
rate. He further said it is intended to intro- 
duce the gold standard in India, but that gold 
in the meantime will be made a legal-tender. 


In the House of Commons Mr. Gladstone 


gave similar information. He added that 
gold would not be made a legal tender at 
present. 
way to Indian Mr. Gladstone said the Govern- 
ment of Indta had beer instructed that it was 
open to admit this silver to the mints if it 
thought fit. 

The Council of India in a letter written in 
June, 1892, advises that if the International 
Monetary Conference at Brussels fails and a 
direct agreement between India and the Unit- 
ed States cannot be attained the mints of 
India be closed to the free coinage of silver 
and a gold standard be introduced.

ATKINSON’S PLAN FOR TARIFF REFORM. 


The Boston Statistician Says It Could Be 
Adopted in 1894. 

Boston, Mass., June 26.—Edward Atkinsdn 
has made public his plan for the reform of the 
tariff. The task is one to be undertaken, he 
says, as soon as the inonetary question can be 
settled. In dealing with the. reduction of the 
tariff regard must be given, Mr. Atkinson 
says, first to making such adequate additions 
to the free list as may do away with the pres- 
ent disadvantages under which our domestic 
manufactures and mechanic arts have so long 
suffered in the relative cost of their materials ; 
and, second, to establish such lesser rates 
of duty on finished products of 
voluntary use as to increase rather 
than diminish revenue. As to the time re- 
quired to bring about reform, Mr. Aahineon 
says that in the year 1895 the obligation for 
pensions will fall off about one-third or one- 
quarter. It would therefore be desirable that 
any great changes in the system of collecting 
revenue should be deleseed until the last part 
of the year 1894. In the meantime the prob- 
able excegs of revenue under existing laws 
will make it safe to abate duties’ on all im- 

ted crade and raw materials at an early 
in the’year 1894.
